WimliltiKton, Jan. 30. — Tales or 
heroism in the Knickerbocker theater 
tragedy were abundant today, but few 
matched that told of Kddle Nlcklai, 
16-year-old high school boy. 

Eddie had every opportunity to get 
out of the theater In a hurry, but stay- 
ed bohlnd to rescue Hugh Nosbltt. a 
fraternity brother and son of Hugh 
B. Nosbltt for many years rannocted 
with the Kunsas City Star's Washing- 
ton bureau. 

"I went to the theater r.lone and 
took a seat In the balcony." Nesbltt 
aald. "A few moments later 1 saw 
Nlcklss and motioned to htm and he 
took a seat beside me. When the aw- 
ful crssh csme. Kddle was not pinned 
down foul I was covered with debris 
Kddle did not leave He remained to 
locate me I heard him calling my 
name. I mlsod my hand through 
what appeared to bo a hole and he 
graspoil it and ahouted: 

"'Is this you, Nesbltt?' Ho could 
not sec my face, only my hand. When 
he found that It was my hand he held 
It and shouted for help He stayed 
there hanging to my hand for flfteon 
or twenty minutes before help came. 
A fireman came with an axe and re- 
leased me. The fireman thought I was 
dead I heard him say so as he lifted 
me. 

"The scenes about us were horrible. 
I heard a womaJi shriek and cry. 'Rave 
my mother!' I though of my own 
mother I had asked her to accom- 
pany m<> to the Knickerbocker. She 
would huve gono had not the storm 
prevented. Then something must have 
struck me. for I do not remember any- 
thing else that happened in the the- 
ater." 

Nesbltt was carried to a homo near- 
hy and several hours later was taken 
to his own home Hie clothes wcro 
ripped Into shrreds as If cut with a 
knife He suffered today from bruise* 
and sprained wrist, bat was none the 
worse otherwise for his awful experi- 
ence !f his companion had not stuck 
by him. Nesbltt probably would have 
perished.

llurr, Stewart Found Dead In Ueorge- 
town Home With Hone About 
Neck. 



Georgetown, Ohio, Feb. 3. — Sur- 
mising that probably he wag Indispos- 
ed, Capttaln Jack Pearce went to the 
room upon the third floor of the 
I'earce building, on the eaat aide of 
the public square, yesterday morning 
between 9 and 10 o'clock, to awaken 
Harry Stewart, who had taken lodg- 
ing the night before. Upon opening 
the door he discovered Stewart in a 
crouched position In the corner, a 
small rope fastened about his neck 

Captain Tearce Immediately gave 
notification of his discovery, and when 
Coroner Holland made Investigation 
ho found that life waa extinct, there 
being no way of telling Just how long 
before the deed had been committed. 

A few weoks since Mrs. Stewart died 
at the family home on west State 
street, and the husband went to make 
his home with a family named Lay- 
pool at Hlgglnsport. Tuesday they 
came to Georgetown, upon the way 
here the auto went out of commlaslon, 
and about 9 o'clock that night, Mrs. 
Anna Fee says that Stewart applied 
for lodging. She asked him how he 
was getting along, and was assured 
that tho Ijiypool family was treating 
him fine and that he never enjoyed 
life more. Coroner Holbwid found 
Stewart's hat upon the bed. his over- 
coat upon the floor, and In the pocket 
was more rope, which lndlncated that 
he had designs even stating that he 
was enjoying his new location. In the 
pocket* were something like three 
dollars In change and a few gum 
drops. He bad occupied the bed.

With 
a good effort put forward Mason coun- 
ty can be in the front rank as a 100 
per cent, county. Or. Joplln commend- 
ed the publishing of the attendance by 
Maysvlllft's papers each week.

A visitation doy will be held durlne 
April Every school In the county 
will be visited by a live Sunday school 
speaker on that day 

District organization will be put on 
foot and plans for a district conven 
tlon In each district on the same Sun 
day. The booster banquet, visitation 
day. and tho district convention will 
all load up to co-to-Sundny-school day 
by which time Mason county will be 
asked to seenre the enrollment of at 
least two thousand additional mem 
bers over Inst year's report. 

The apportionment or $250.00 for 
the state work, the same as last year, 
was accepted by tho committee. To 
this amomunt will be the budget for 
local work. This will all be worked 
out by the next meeting and each 
school of the city and county asked to 
give a definite amount Instead of 
asking schools to give nil their go-to 
Sunday-school-day offering.

FORMER BRACKEN MAN SEN 
TENCED TO PRISON FOR LIFE 

W. B. Hardy Will Spend Life In Pen 
for Participation In Raid on 
Alcohol Truck. 

On Wedneaday afternoon In Cincin- 
nati, William Bryan Hardy pleaded 
guilty to a second degree murder 
charge and was sentenced to lire Im- 
prisonment In the Ohio penitentiary 
by Judge Fred Hoffman. 

At Valley Junction, near Lawrence- 
burg, 1 mi , on August 8, last, a truck 
loaded with alcohol, driven by Mathias 
Schuler, of Lawrenceburg, Ind., was 
held up by nine men. Schuler at- 
tempted to escape from the truck and 
was shot as he ran, dying a few duys 
later In a Cincinnati hospital. 

Four men were arrested a short 
time after the hold-up, and one of 
thorn, 1). W. Clark, former Hamilton. 
Ohio, policeman, stood trial; be was 
found guilty and sentenced to'ijrc im- 
prisonment. The other three mtn un 
der arrest at that time plead* guilty 
and were also given life term* 

Young Hardy made his escape a' 
that time, and was not apprehended 
until about three weeks ago when In 
was placed In custody at Irvln, Ky 
and when his case was called for tria 
lie followed the example of his thre. 
companions by entering a plea u! 
guilty to the charge. 

We have been unable to learn as • 
whether or not the other four men Im- 
plicated in the robbery have been or 
rested or what disposition was madi 
of their cases. 

Young Hardy la about 25 years old 
a son of the late Mr. and Mrs. San 
Hardy, formerly of near Augusta. wh( 
moved to Newport about fifteen year 
ago. He was bolter known here a* 
Bryan Hardy. 

Here is the case of a boy of hones' 
parentc going to the city, aasociatlni 
with people of the wrong caliber, re- 
sulting In his being implicated In 
crime that will cost him his freedom af 
long as he lives, provided h-' Is not 
pardoned.

TROOPS AND TANKS 

ON DUTYAT NEWPORT 

Governor Orders Additional Troops to 
Newport After Wild 
Night. 

; Twelve detachments of 'Kentucky 
| htate guardsmen— about 350 soldiers 
—were under orders Friday to move 
into Newport to control a situation 
which culminated Thursday night in 
the most serious rlooting that has 
taken place around the Newport Roll- 
ing .Mills. 

After a night of indiscriminate 
shooting, which forced some residents 
to flee from the neighborhood In their 
night clothes, this climax came early 
Friday. . 

A private In the Covington Tank 
Corps was wounded by a "sniper." 

A sqsiod of police going on duty was 
met by a hail of machine gun fire 
from one of the tanks. 

Since troops on guard at the mill 
for five weeks were removed by orders 
of Governor Edwin P. • Morrow last 
Saturday the situation, ho was inform- 
ed, has grown steadily worse around 
the mill, where workers have been on 
strike for months. Each night waa 
marked by fighting and tho days by 
isolated attacks laid to strike sympa- 
thizers. Police and deputy sheriffs 
were unable to control the situation. 

Thursday night, as a result of pri- 
vate advices to the governor that 
trouble more serious than any that 
had gone before was to be expected 
in consequence of reports that troops 
were to be returned, the Covington 
Tank Corps, commanded by Captain L. 
V. Crockett, moved unexpectedly into 
the mill zone with five tanks equipped 
with machine guns and one-pound 
rapid fire guns.

"The broker is the ally of the eanncr," said 
annual Banners' eon vent ion at Louisville, recently, 
is the ally of the tin manufacturer for he consumer his products, and 
( f the farmer, because he purchase* his vegetables and fruit for can- 
ning. And the tin manufacturer is the ally of the farmer because he 
employs man ythousands of workers who cannot consume farm prod- 
ucts without an American standard of wages. And the farmer is 
the ally of even- non-food -producer, because he feeds him. and that 
is a job which would be turned over to foreign countries under free 
trade— free trade means fallow fields, permanently fallow. 

There was no tin plate industry in this country before V illiam 
McKinlev made it possible by adequate protection. No sooner was 
the war 'over than the farmers began to feel the effects of the Under- 
wood law in domestic competition, and the emergency tariff act was 
put through. Brokers find no opportunity to function constructive- 
ly when the country is in the throes of an industrial depression. 
T.anks mav lend, but they cannot collect, and at length they refuse 
to lend ,and when a ban kneither lends nor collects it is nc longer a 
tank, it is a mausooleura. Farmers may reay harvests, but it they 
cannot reap profits, the ystop planting and the fields become choked 
with tares. Tin manufacturers will not continue making tin if 
there are no canncrs to purchase their output, and a smokeless stack 
points the way too ruin. There was that old expression "we eat 
what we can and what we can't, we can," but we can't eat what 
the canners can without the coin and so the canner quits. 

Thus we have the perfect triangle — farm, factory, and finance. 
Or it might be called the tripod on which rests the nation's security. 
Break one leg and the whole thing falls. Legislate for one at the 
expense of the others and the favored one soon finds itself off solid 
ground. The whole is equal to the sum of all its parts. Let one part 
be missing and you have a hole, and through that hole will sneak 
disaster. This country is overwhelmingly against the idea of soviet 
government. Yet the term -soviet" is used especially in describing 
that form of govrnment "in which the unit of industrial organization 
becomes the nucleus of political organization." AV e can not have 
bankers' "blocs," labor "blocs", industrial "blocs'" on agricultural 
' blocks" and long endure. We must all pitch in and work for the 
common welfare. We must all be members of the national "bloc," 
or all "blocs", like children's blocks, will be scattered in confusion. 
Jt happened in Riissia, one of the richest countries in natural re- 
sources the world has ever seen. 

"Whatever may be the provincial ideas of some few of the peo- 
ple of either section, the great mass of thinking persons know that 
.their interests are concurrent," declared Chairman MeCumber of the 
Senate Finance Committee, recently. "We are one country and one 
people. The vitalizing blood of commerce must flow with equal 
freedom through the whole body politic. It is impossible that on 
side of it should be vitalie and the other side aenemic at the same 
time." Let us take courage from that statement and, in the words 
of Tennyson, 'for some true result of good all parties work together',

j Representative Claude Kitehin, leader of the Democratic side 
oof the House of Representatives, recently gave out a public state- 
ment in which he denied that he had ever advocated free raw mate- 
rials. Let us look at the Democratic tariff law of 1913, wtoich Mr. 
Kitehin helped to frame, and note some of the commodities that Mr. 
Kitehin helped put on the free list: wheat, corn, potatoes, copper, 
wool. These are only a few of the commodities but they are of im- 
mense importance to American producers. In the case of many other 
'commodities the Democratic tariff law reduced the duty to such an 
extent as to remove the protective effect. It is undoubtedly true 
that in no case did -Mr. Kitehin help place on the free list any raw 
•material produced in the South, but the few articles enumerated 
above as succicient answer to Mr. Kitehin 's declaration "neither by 
ppeech nor writing have I ever advocated the so called doctrine of 
free raw material. Nor can any one point to a single utterance 
have ever made or a single word I have ever written showing that I 
favored or advocated such a doctrine as a part of the creed or prin- 
ciples or policies of the Democratic party." 

• Mr. Kitehin is probably figuring that he can support the state- 
menHast above quoted by saying that he stands for r tariff for rev- 
enue only. These is a vast difference, however, between a tariff for 
revenue only and a tariff for protective purposes. It is needless, 
however, to go into a discussion of the difference between the two 
•classes of tariffs. The fact of the matter is, that the section of the 
country from which Mr. Kitehin hails has turned to protection. It 
wants protection, not only cm manufactured goods but on raw mate- 
rials. Mr. Kitehin would seek to evade responsibility for the record 
he has made in the past, but he will find it impossible to support his 
denial in view o fthe list of commodities above mentioned which Mr. 
Kitehin helped to put on the free list. 



Washington. D. C. — Calling his at- 
tention to Democratic statistics and 
records, the Republican Publicity As- 
sociation, through its president. Hon- 
Jonathan Hourne, Jr.. says of William 
Jennings Bryan's latest speech: 

"While directly paying compliments 
to the intelligence of the American 
farmer Mr. William Jennings Bryan 
Indirectly Intimates that tl-.ey have 
short memories and small powers of 
reasoning, in an interview in Wash- 
ington a few days ago hs said : 

" 'The prospects of the Democrats 
capturing Congress next November 
are better than in many years The 
reaction against the Republican party 
(s founded upon the condition of the 
fanners, who represent one-third of 
the voters of the country. They are 
worse off now than In years, and are 
blaming the party in power for their 
couditlon." 

"Now if Mr. Bryan will turn to the 
annual number of the New York An- 
nalist, published by the New York 
Times," an Independent Democratic 
paper and noted for Its reliable sta- 
tistical information, he will find that 
the Flump In the wholesale prices of 
food commodities began early in June 
1S20. That was within a few weeks 
after the Democcratic administration 
had adopted its new deflation pro- 
gram as shown by the annual report 
Issued by Democratic offlcealidim. 
Early in June, 1920. the index num- 
ber indicating the relative wholesale 
prices of food commodities stood at 
329. By the middle of February, 1921, 
before the Republican administration 
had come into power, the average of 
wholesale prices was Indicated by the 
index number 185. This was a drop of 
144 points In a period of nbout 7 
months. During the period from the 
middle of February. 1921. to the end 
of December, 1921. the drop in the in- 
lex figure was from 185 to 160. a drop 
of 25 points, In ten months. 

'These are figures from a Demo- 
cratic scource and compiled In ac- 



cordance with a plan which the 
"Times" adopted many years ago. The 
figures were not compiled for political 
but for industrial purposes. 

"Furthermore, the official records 
will show that Democratic policies, 
adopted during the war were such as 
to limit the amount of profits a farm- 
er could make, whereas there was no 
limit placed upon the profits that 
■ould be mado by any other industry. 
After having thus limited the profits 
of the farmer and at the same time 
adopting policies which increased the 
rates of wages the farmer must pay 
for his help and prices he must pay 
for the commodities he must buy. the 
Democratic administration adopted a 
policy which made the farmer the 
first sufferer from the deflation plan 
•vhich it adopted. The farmer was hit 
by the Democratic administration In 
both its Inflation and its deflation pro- 
rrams. 

"In addition to this, Mr Bryan will 
find in the report of the Federal Re- 
serve Board for 1920, then under Dem- 
ocratic control, the Information that 
In that year farmers were borrowing 
from the banks more heavily than 
ever before and were not only put- 
ting up their agricultural security as 
"ollateral for loans, but, this not be- 
ing sufficient, were putting up their 
liberty bonds as well. That was many 
months before the Republican admln- 
stratlonwas elected. 

"Al this is a matter of record and 
t has been known to the farmers both 
North and Southfi East and West— the 
grain growers, the cattle men. the cot- 
ton producers, and the wood growers 
—at all stages of the proceedings. 

"Mr. Bryan is not at all compli- 
mentary to the intelligence of these 
agricultural producers when he as- 
serts that they hold the Republican 
party responsible for the plight In 
which they yflnd themselves."

I'assage of the New-Anthony bill to 
provide for Federal licenses to hunt 
migratory birds and for the establish- 
ment of game refuges and public 
shooting grounds for such birds would 
affect about 5,000,000 American sports- 
men, the Bureau of Biological Survey, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, estimates. The bill has been fa- 
vorably reported by the senate com- 
mittee on public lands and surveys. In 
the House the bill is In the committee 
on agriculture. 

The bill provides that each hunter 
of migratory birds shall obtain a fed- 
eral license, at a cost of $1 for the 
season, the licenses to be Issued at 
any postofflce in the United States. 
Out of th proceeds not less than 45 
per cent, is to be spent by the Gov- 
ernment, through a proposed Migra- 
tory Bird Refuge Commission, in buy- 
ing or renting land suitable for the 
establishment of migratory game bird 
refuges which would serve as breed- 
ing and feeding places for birds dur- 
ing the period of their flight north, 
or the close season, and as public 
shooting grounds during the open sea- 
son. An additional 45 per cent, will 
be used for the enforcement of the Mi- 
gratory Bird Treaty Act and the Lacey 
Act and the remaining ten per cent, 
for expenses In issuing licenses and 
other administrative expenses. 

The bill provides that the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall be chairman of 
the Attorney General, the Postmaster 
General, and two members of each 
House of Congress. Rule,s and regu- 
lations governing the administration 
of the proposed refuges would be 
placed In the hands of the Secretary 
of Agroculture. The proposed meas- 
ure does not In any way obviate the 
necessity of procurmg a Btate hunting 
license.

FARMERS SHOULD RAISE MORE GOOD UTILITY HORSES 



Federal Authorities State That Horses Are More Economical on 
Farms Than Motorized Tractors or Trucks-An Infusion 
of Thoroughbred Hood Gives Spirit, Vigor And 
Endurance To All Breeds 



There .- now u recognized "horse 
sone" whore short hauls and frequent 
slops are necessary in both city and 
country into which the truck, and 
tractor cannot enter and compete 
with the horse without loss to the 
merchant and tha farmer. After a 
costly experiment tho horse is com- 
ing Into his own, displacing the 
iniitoiised truck and tractor, partic- 
ularly on the farm, where it has been 
conclusively demonstrated that there 
is economy in breeding a suitable type 
of horse for a varied agricultural 
service. 

At a recent meeting In Chicago of 
the Horse Association of America, H. 
C. Taylor, Chief of the Federal 
Bureau of Farm Markets, presented 
some interesting figures, the result 
of official Investigations, proving that 
horses are more economical In every 
Held of operation on farms than the 
motorized tractor or truck. 

Computed on 1921 feed prices, the 
cost of power per acre, according to 
the V. B. Department findings, is $1.37 
for plowing with horses as compared 
with 11.72 with tractors; disking, 34c 
with horses and 55c with tractors ; 
disking in combination, 32c with 
horses as against 59c with tractors; 
harrowing 18c with horses as against 
30c With tractors; drawing hay load- 
er, 52c with horses and 91c with 
tractors, and drawing grain binder, 
31c with horses, 55c with tractors. 

The value of mechanical motive 
power Is clearly recognized by the 
Horse Association of America, but 
after s tborougn nation-wide inquiry, 
it has been shown that the enforced 
displacement of the horse In farm 
work bus been expensive to the 
farmer and has increased the cost of 
Uvlng to every family in America. 

The various Stats Agricultural Col- 
leges, particularly in the central west, 
are stressing the point that horses 
should be bred for tho definite qual- 
ities which stand the test of long, 
hard service, an Infusion of thorough- 



bred blood giving spirit, vigor and en- 
durance to the colder breeds. 

George Lane, head of a $1,000,000 
live-stock ranch In Canada, In a recent 
letter to Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary 
of the Horse Association of America, 
said : 

"I have crossed Thoroughbred sires 
on broncho mares; on high grade 
Clydesdale mares; on mares sired by 
Percheron stallions out of broncho 
dams; on mares that were % or % 
Percheron ; and whenever I had a 
pure bred Percheron mare that would 
not settle to a Percheron sire, I bred 
her to a thoroughbred sire, and 
usually got such mares in foal, the re- 
sult being a crossbred thoroughbred 
Percheron. We have bred the female 
produce resulting from these various 
crosses to both thoroughbred and 
Percheron sires, so that we have 
horses carrying various degrees of 
thoroughbred blood— from is to "i 
bred from mares of various types 
and blood strains. From long ex- 
perience in the use of such horses, 
and our actual breeding operations, 
I know that the thoroughbred cross 
on any draft mare Increases quality, 
endurance, and length of life." 

The manufacture of mechanical mo- 
tive power already has caused an 
enormous drain upon our available 
labor resources, so that every time a 
farmer, or business man, buys a 
mechanical power unit which he does 
not absolutely need, he is simply bid- 
ding up the labor market against him- 
self. Nor can the market for coarse 
grains be left out ef consideration. 
The displacement of horses occurring 
in tbo years 1910 to 1920, destroyed 
an annual market for over 113 million 
bushels of oats, 70 million bushels Of 
corn and 4% million tons of bsy — 
more than the average total expert 
per year on these Items. The curtail- 
ment of city demand ruts off not only 
the outlet for surplus farm horses, but 
tills great market for staple 
products.

CITY TO BE TAKEN; 
TAXES TO BE PAID 

fonneil Takes Some Action to Collect 
Money — Opinions Accepted Thai 
Mayor May Collect *15<HI 
Annnal Salary. 

City Council held ft rather busy ses- 
sion Thursday evening and steps were 
taken to bring some money Into the 
city treasury through the collection of 
dog taxes and the collection of all 
other taxes past due. 

The question of Mayor Sumuel's sal- 
ary was brought before council when 
Councilman Davis asked to be excus- 
ed from voting on the Claims and 
Accounts which included Mayor Sam- 
uel's monthly salary on the $1500 per 
year basis. Mr. Davis called attention 
to the recent publication of an opinion 
of Attorney General Dawson to the ef- 
fect that Mayor Samuel was not en- 
titled to collect but $1,000 salary. City , 
Attorney Cole gave an opinion that the 
ordinance fixing the salary at $1500 
was perfectly valid and cited many 
decisions of the Court of Appeals. An 
opinion of the law firm of Worthing- 
ton. Browning & Reed to this effect 
was also read. 

During the discussion of Mayor 
Samuel's salary he surrendered the 
•hair to Vice Mayor Dodson but Inter . 
resumed the gavel. | 

An ordinance providing for th.' 
semi-monthly payment of employees 
and officials was received. 

The Sidewalk committee was 
authorized to puchaso and have placed 
dangor signs at all school and hos- 
pital districts; at the limestone bridge ■ 
and a one-way street sign on Court _ 
street. 

Councilman Breeze suggested that 
the city dog tax be collected and coun- 
cil Instructed the police to take a do;: 
census and permit the various dosr 
owners ten days in which to pay their 
license. At the expiration of the ten 
days owners not paying their license 
tax will be haled into police court. In 
this connection Vice Mayor Dodson 
suggested that the City Attorney pre- 
oare a list of all delinquent taxes now 
due the city and notify the delinquents 
giving them thirty days to make pay- 
ment. Upon failure to pay in thirty 
days, the City Attorney was instructed 
ed to institute suit. 

An ordinance repealing those sec- 
tions of the city traffic ordinance 
which have been declared in conflict 
with the state laws was ordered pre- 
pared. 

Vice Mayor Dodson suggested that 
the Laws and Ordinance committee 
draft new laws plainly outlining the 
duties of the Treasurer. Clerk and Tax 
Collector In consultation with these 
officers and that upon completion of 
the new ordinances the Treasurer and 
Clerk resign and be re-elected under 
the new ordinances, thus removing all 
differences and misunderstanding be- 
tween these officers.
